WOMEN WARRIORS; 


Ammions of Old Appear to Have fi««n 


Dames of High Degree. 


For a Jontf time Jt was beld that the 


story of the Amazons, the valiant race 
of -women warriora, so great a fuvorlte 
•with t'je Greeks and other peoples of 
antiquity, ivas a mere'poetic myth, but 
within recent years archaeological re- 
sutirches hava IncUcnt^d that there 
were ludetKl womeu Oghtera of high 
rnnk In tboHe remote days. 


A couple of y«ars nfc'O there wns un- 


«nrthed ft acpuJchcr In that port of Ttiily 
known as Etrurla in which waa discov- 
ered a war cbarlot of bronze und Irou, 
\vhcrcln was crouched tho skeleton of 
n woman. About this skeleton were 
the remains of rich robes and orna- 
ments of gold and Ivory, such us in the 
old .traditions the Amazons -wore In 
battle. Tho bronze work and the terra 
cotta vnscs fixed the date of the tomb 
as-about SOD B.'G. 


The 0rst storlea of tbe Amaxons ns- 


signed them to tho northeastern part 
of Asia Minor, but Etruriu was peo- 
pled from Asia Minor and had attained

How and Why Did It Disappear From 


England In 1667? 


- Vftiy did tbe plague disappear from 
England 1 Mr. Bernard Shaw Inci- 
dentally asks this deeply Interesting 
question In a letter to the Nation, and 
we cannot aay-that we are satisfied 
with hia answer. He says ho "knowa" 
that plague has been "extirpated" by 
"common sanitation." 


Until 'the recent sporadic Imported 


cuses, the last recordetl cases of plague- 
in England occurred at Nottingham in 
1367. In tbat year plague vanished ut- 
terly from England for two and a half 
centuries. No one who has examined 
the records of the seventeenth century 
can believe tual it was "extirpated" by 
sanitation. Very gradually In tho suc- 
ceeding century and a half plague 
withdrew from Europe ftl?o. 


The dale of Its disappearance from 


Constantinople has been used nt about 
the year 1S41. It remained endemic 
only in a few lonely places in the 
world, such as the highlands of west- 
ern Arabia, Yunnan. In China nnd Mes- 
opotamia. Sanitation, though an ex- 
cellent palliative, certainly noVer drove 
the plague from Stamboul and Cairo 
nnd tho southern Mediterranean, any' 
more than It did from England. ; 


T?he shrinkage of plague is as great 


a mystery aa the recent outburst which. 
Infected tbe "whole world. Perhaps the 
explanation is tbat in a few years bac- 
teria may go through tbe myriad trans- 
forming processes of evolution which" 
in the case of humanity tako eons to 
complete.—Pall Mall Gazette.
